It is generally conceded, 
however, that Mr. Andreas will 
get enough ballots from the 200 
to give him the final count over 
the San Bernardino favorite. 

Mr. Andreas, who was elected 
to the assembly two years ago, 
and who has served one term as 
Upland city councilman, was giv- 
en a strong vote by local resi- 
dents. In Upland, Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga he received 401 Dem- 
ocratic votes and 225 Republi- 
can ballots. 

Thomas L. James was the lo- 
cal favorite for the Republican 
nomination but otuside of the 
west end of the county he had 
little support. Evans, a fonmer 
deputy district attcrney, polled a 
heavy majoriy in San Bernardino 
and a light vote in the remainder 
of the 72nd district.

PIPE PROJECT IS 


Work of Huge Shovel and | 
Trucks Attracts Many to 
Euclid and Fifth 


watched by hundreds of residents. 
Digging of a trench for a dis- 
'tributing line of the Metropolitan 
Water District by the J. F. Shea 
Co. attracted several hundred 
last night to Euclid avenue and | 
Fifth street. Throngs lined each 
side of the trench, 27 feet deep, 
as the powerful excavation shov- 
el dug at the earth. 

Approximately 2% cubic yards 
of soil are handled by the shovel 
each time it dips into the trench. | 
It takes two of these dippings to 
fill one of the big trucks used in 
hauling the dirt from the trench. | 
The dirt is usually dumped on a 
low spot or other previously ar- 
ranged places. 

At Euclid, top of the trench is 
25 feet wide and at the bottom 
the widthis16 feet. As digging of 
the trench progresses, sections of 
reinforced concrete pipe are laid. 
Each pipe section is 12 feet long, 
11 feet, eight inches in diameter 
and weighs 38 tons. In 14 hours | 
the excavation crews dig about, 
150 feet of trench. It takes | 
about eight hours to lay 150 feet 
of pipe. | 

By next Wednesday the trench 
will have been dug and the pipe | 
placed across Euclid avenue, ac- 
cording to a report today one | 
the Shea headquarters, just west 
of Upland. Digging is more dif- | 
ficult at Eucld than other places | 
due to the large number of water 
and gas pipes along the avenue. 

The company is slightly behind 
schedule in construction of the 
aqueduct through here but work 
is now going ahead rapidly. De- 
lay was experienced in getting 
materials at the start of the pipe 
laying contract.
